June To. . 

Two days before the required date, 
Postmaster Haws was quite discourag- 
ed, as the outlook was plainly; evident, 
that unless some strenuous activity was 
manifest that the 85% of the houses 
would not have responded. By splendid 
co-operation during the past few days, 
sufficient boxes were installed at suf- 
ficient homes to enable Postmaster 
Haws to report favorably to the author* 
ities at Washington. (Consequently, the 
free mail delivery service for Nar- 
berth will be in operation on July 1st 

Narberth. no doubt, is proud of tins 
progressive step, and Postmaster Haws 
should be commended upon his untiring 
efforts in the work which lie has done 
for our borough, as, during bis time 
we have witnessed the moving oi the 
post office to larger quarters with en- 
tirely new equipment in every particu- 
lar, practicallv » doubling of the help 
in the office as well as the free mail 
delivery service. 

Of course, these things could not have 
been done had not our postmaster re- 
ceived the hearty co-openit ion ot the 
citizens of our borough, which only 
n-oes to show that very little ran be 
accomplished in any mi.miuuity unless 
there is absolute co-operation on the 
part of the citizens.

MISS MARY SUPER AND OTHER 

WORKERS ARE REPORTED 

LIVING IN HADJIN. 



Tin* following artirle appear*'.! in the 
Kvoiiing Ledger Tuesday, and is, no 
doubt, of interest to Miss Super's 
friends: 



M'\<s Mary Super, of Narheith. Pa.. 
American worker in Armenia, is safe 
at lladjin. though living under Turkish 
nationalist rule and unable to communi. 
cate with her friends and relatives in 
the United Stales. 

The safely of Miss Super, Miss Kdith 
Cold, of (''li'volnnd, and Miss Alice 
Clark, of I'Aunstoii, 111., the three Amer- 
ican workers in lladjin, is indicated by 
an Associated I'ress dispatch received 
today from Adnun, to which place ad* 
vires had come through from lladjin 
under dale of May 2S. 

Miss Super's family in Narberth hart 
not Ilea id from her previously since 
I'Ybruury, when she wrote that there 
had heen heavy snowfalls' which cut 
wire cominun icat ion. Since then, 
though they have made every effort to 
learn something about her, even indi- 
rectly, the best information they could 
get from the New York headquarters 
was that they "hoped*' the American 
workers were alive and well. 

The message from A dan a says that 
then 1 is much consternation in Asia 
.Minor because the twenty-day armistice 
concluded between the French and the 
Turkish nationalists make no provisions 
for the Armenians, and it is feared 
that Armenians may be murdered by 
the Turks during the interval. 

The message received from lladjin 
does not disclose the fate of the Arme- 
nian orphans there, who were under the 
can 1 of the American workers. It has 
been reported, however, that the Turks 
killed the boys and carried oif the girls. 

Word was received at Adana May o" 
from Constantinople saying that the 
; American workers had vainly tried to 
i effect a compromise between the armed 
I forces ot' the Armenians and the Na- 
tionalists. 

It is said that the Americans surren- 
dered their compound several months

An Americanism

PREFACE. 

During the last year we have all 
heard much of the word "American- 
ism. 1 ' Just what- does this word mean 
It) us? ('an any of us give a concise, 
comprehensive definition of the word . 
Frankly, for myself, I confess 1 hut 
what this word means has a i ange ' so 
far reaching, a scope .so magnilic .it. a 
magnitude so wonderful, that 1 cannot 
bring. all of the rays of its radiating 
interest to a descriptive focus and say. 
"This is Americanism. " 

] think that, most likely, all of us 
feel about the same regarding it. 

At all events, Americanism is a word 
thai, suggests to our minds certain 
characti ristics which we immediately 
visualize, and though we see their im- 
poit 11) rough a hazy vagueness, we clas- 
sify them as Americanisms. These 
characteristics may be certain traits in 
an individual, the peculiar common cus- 
toms of different sections of our coun- 
try, or the complications of some of our 
antiquated business methods, which we 
do not understand. Or they may be the 
attitudes toward certain social customs 
and conventions, toward certain styles 
in dressing, and toward certain imposi- 
tion of rules and regulations regarding 
what we shnll drink — rather, what we 
^hall not drink. They may be the pas- 

\ e i ecognit inn of a national fault, 
about which we do nothing; yes, even 
this too common tendency to do nothing 
about those affairs which do nut touch 
the individual, but which are of vast 
importance to each individual as one of 
the whole of the Nation's personnel. 

We will readily classify as an Amer- 
icanism the enthusiasm of adherence to 
a great national principle, or the great 
waves of patriotism which sweep our 
country in times of stress. Also under 
this same classification we will place 
our laxity and indifference toward the 
exercise of the franchise, along with our 
present headlong tendencies toward ex- 
travagancies, and also our slang and 
our "cuss" words. All these things we 
recognize and we satisfy ourselves that 
we know them; that they are Ameri- 
canisms. 

1 have never read nor have T ever 
heard a comprehensively satisfying def- 
inition of this great national individ- 
ualism, nor do 1 think that its bigness 
can be concent rated into four or live 
words which will comprehend it. There 
is no other word in our language which 
can equal it. 

Perhaps, however, you will agree with 
me in this; that we can take this gem 
of words, look at it, study it, discuss 
its beauty, touch it with our soul's 
linger, and from merely being in its at- 
mosphere, that we can breathe into our 
beings and into our national existence 
a deep, healthful inhalation of vigor 
and "pop'' toward nationalizing more 
thoroughly some of the component parts 
of Americanism. 

Let us. then, take one thing at a time 
— <me subject at a time — and I assure 
you that we can keep on taking one 
tiling at a time from now until doom's 
day and the wonderful source of sup- 
ply will not then be depleted, and with 
each, let us build a foundation on which 
to erect a structure which will finally 
pyramid itself to an apex. Then let us 
take the composite of our thoughts and 
efforts and set it there. 

In the future, stone kindly friend, 
passing by and seeing this monument, 
may marvel at its wonderful construc- 
tion and may stop to examine the blocks 
with which it is built and so recognize 
and understand the glorious beauty of 
it. lie will then cause to be placed on 
each side of the foundation this inscrip- 
tion, 

"Here is Americanism." 

It- is the function of your American- 
ism Officer to foster patriotic princi- 
ples in the Post and in the community. 
The beginning of this effort is the pres- 
entation of a paper containing a few 
thoughts, common enough with us all, 
perhaps — (but they need stirring up — 
on a subject which is, by its innate 
characteristics, an Americanism of the 
highest order. 

We can all put into quite definite 
language just what the word "fratern- 
ity" moans. There is something of 
comforting euphony in the phonography 
of tho word which we all understand— 
and we don't need to look it up in the 
dictionary. 

As a Nation we have a predominat- 
ing characteristic which is not frater- 
nal — which is un-American! I mean the 
characteristic of our individual and our 
clique or group selfishness. 

This selfishness, though at all times 
and in all ways unintentional and un-, 
studied, is so evident in the dispositions 



of most of us that it is one of the 
things which is not dimmed in the hazy 
vagueness of our view of the wonder- 
word, Americanism, it is so perhaps be- 
cause this trait is so thoroughly unnat- 
ural to us. 

But, beneath this selfishness there 
still beats the American heart and 
"after the ice is broken," as the com- 
mon saying is, one begins to sec the 
big generosity of the real American 
character under it. But why must we 
encase our li carts in a crust of ice? 
Why must we assume this attitude 
which is not fraternal and which docs 
not lend itself in any way to the easy 
fostering of Americanism? 

Enthusiastically, each one of us is 
willing — yes, anxious to enter whole- 
heartedly into any movement to ad- 
vance Americanism, Ts it not so? 

Is that because of the mere lofty 
sound of the word, the meaning of 
which we do not quite understand, but 
which has an alluring effect upon our 
emotions? 

Are we just as enthusiastic about en- 
tering upon some of the humbler proj- 
ects and are we just as willing to help 
advance each of the smaller meanings 
of this great word ' dust so soon as we 
ere willing 1o put ourselves out in sonic 
si'iall way to help a good cause, just 
.*■(> soon do we begin (o loose our jn |i- 
\ idual and our clique sellishnrss— and 
fraternity is tin* better for our effort. 
If Americanism means fraternity, and 
it surely does, as 1 see one of its many 
brilliant sides, we must get out of our- 
selves, open up our interests t ownrd 
other channels than the ruts which we 
have worn in the pathways of our own 
individual lives. We must rejuvenate 
in ourselves the natural American bom 
tendencies to which American birth has 
made us heirs. 

1 can't help thinking that, in the 
cays when democracy, such as we know- 
it, was little more than a mythical idea; 
tin 1 men who laid the foundations for 
the future of this great Republic surely 
must have 1 been big, kind-hearted, noble 
fellows, who put their shoulders under 
every one's cares and made them their 
own. And that is the thing to which 
we are heirs. But our present day mode 
of living, our present day business life, 
our hustle, our haste, all tend to de- 
press and retard the growth of the kind 
of fraternity which our forefathers left 
us as our birthright. It is our duty, 
then, as Americans, to overcome these 
present day difficulties and not to let 
this gift lie unused and to become a 
forgotten treasure hidden under the 
cover of our individual interests, but 
to hirng it out and to put it forward 
and to make every effort to show 7 it, 
that all the people of t bo world may 
know that we possess a treasure of in- 
comparable value — and that we are 
willing to share it with them. 

Let us go around the corner now and 
then; out of the habitually worn path, 
to get into closer and more friendly 
touch with our neighbors and fellow 
townsmen. Let us thaw out the taci- 
turn casing of frigidity around our dis- 
positions and let us warm up the atmo- 
sphere surrounding us that the innate 
friendly warmth of our natures may be 
felt, and the spirit of neighborly fra- 
ternity will warm us in return. 

Civic pride is one of the highest 
ideals — Americanism— to which one may 
cling, and this pride is nurtured to a 
healthy growth only by doing things 
civic. Perhaps more of us would do or 
help to do these things were it not for 
what we term "cliques/' But, on the 
other hand, these cliques could not ex- 
ist did we exhibit a more free and earn- 
est willingness to help, or did we make 
known our willingness to do — rather

than to sit back and to make sport of 
the well-intentioned efforts of others, 
while l lie only effort we put forth is to 
swing the sledge hammer. 

It isn't a matter of necessity that 
one must be a leader. Come, follow on 
a while and see how things boom and 
you will be surprised at the new mean- 
ing fraternity will have to you and the 
lug things fraternity — Americanism — 
will mean to our town. Can't you see 
that Americanism would get a wonder- 
ful boost if every one would whirl in 
and do something to help our town to 
become, in its civic affairs, a big fra- 
ternal organization t 

If what is said at this time is elusive, 
I would that each grasp this thought 
and hold it. 

The Bolshevik principles are based on 
the ancient idea of equality of men in 
the practice of " I am as good as you! ' ' 
Perhaps, originally, that did express an 
equality— of a kind. 

How often do we hear this statement? 
Times out of number. Yet, never does 
it express equality. How often it is the 
motive force of a retaliating action for 
some fancied infringement of one's per- 
sonal rights? How often it is used to 
express an inward felt contemptuous su- 
periority which has little of the spirit 
of fraternity urging it. 

That sentiment is all wrong. I snv, 
"1 am as good as you," but I don't 
mean that. What I really do mean is, 
"I am better than you." 

Read how this sentiment has worked 
out in Russia. The Bolshevist says to 
his dissenting countryman. ".I am as 
good as you— I'll show you that 1 am! " 
and forthwith proceeds to murder him 
and to steal his goods. That is the fra- 
ternity of Bolshevism. 

As a substitute how is this? "You 
are as good as 1.'* Doesn't that put 
another face on the old saying'.' If I 
saw "You are as good as I/ 1 I can 
ha'rdlv mean that I feel that I am your
